Ing made in the state of Mysore,” 
he centinued. “In Baroda and the 
surrounding British territories the 
people are naturally rather appre- 
ciative of education. The number of 
those under elementarv education in 
Baroda has risen greatly since com- 
pulsion was introduced. and stands 
now at 12 per cent. of the popula- 
tion.” 

SOME OF THE DEFECTS. 


The commissioner pointed out 
some defects in the educational sys- 
tem as it stands. : 

“It looks top-heavy.” he said, 
“This is partly due to the slow ex- 
pansion of mass as compared with 
higher education, and partly to the 
fact that many boys pursue the high 
school and university course who 
would be better in technical, indus- 
trial and commercial schools. The 
percen of those who are in sec- 
ondary and collegiate institutions is 
0.47 per cent. of the total population 
and 3.15 per cent. of the school 
population. But if we take the male 
population alone the firures are 0.92 
and 6.2. In the United States 1.5 per 


.| cent. of the total population is in 


high schools and colleges.” 

The commissioner's gitention was 
called to the statement. often heard, 
that there is a great deal of cram- 
ming and unintelligent instruction in 
Indian schools. 

“Tnfortunately, that is true.” he 
said, “but not nearly to the same 
extent in different localities. - The 
chief cause is poor teaching. Most 
of the higher institutions are man- 
aged by private bodies; for example, 
80 per cent. of the high schools are 
s0 managed. The terms of service 
for the teachers are unattractive, 
and often the managers pick up any- 
one they can-——perhaps a man who 
looks on the job as a _ ~pot-boiler 
while he studies for the bar. In 
these privately- 
schools, out of a total of 14.904 
teachers of English and classical 
languages, 11,649 are untrained.”

The mystery of the disappearance! 


of W. B. Washington Sullivan. the 
elderly English millionaire oil 
operator, owner of s=veral large of- 
fice buijdings in this city and a 
member of a prominent Devonshire. 
Eng., family, deepened yesterday 
with the passing hours. - City and 
private detectives hunted through 
hospitals, retreats and the beach 
cities in an effort to trace his move- 
ments after last Monday, when he 
left his apartments last. 

Close friends of Mr. Sullivan 
scouted the idea that his ill health 
had prompt him to end his life. 
Sergeant of ectives O’Brien. who 


Sullivan,’ stated yesterday he was 
baffled for the time being. He de- 
clared the physica! evidence pointed 
to a sudden illness and that in his 
cpinion the man was probably 
being cared for by some ac juain- 
tance. 

When Mr: Sullivan left his rooms 
at Garland Hall, he was in a pre- 
occupied condition of mind. His 
watch, keys and a few papers were 
found on the dresser. Other articles 
that he generally carried Were on 
his person. This indicated he had 
left the apartment before fully 
dressing, for the street. He had 
no cash with him bevond a few 
dollars, so far as can be~- learned. 


‘No checks have been cashed for 


days prior to his disappearance. 
and none since. 

The recent death of. Michael 
Braithwaite, a distinguished figure 
in London social circles and a son- 
in-law of Mr. Sullivan, preyed on 
the aged man’s mind. Col. Braith- 
waite was killed in France while 
fighting for his country. This and 
the unsettied condition of the world 
markets and a serious ailment, all 
had a bad affect on Mr. Sullivan and 


the investigators believe he may’ 


have had a mental relapse and, real- 
izing his condition, sought refuge 
with friends. 

He was a student for the clercyv 
in his youth and has many friends 
among prominent Catholics in this 
city, with any of Whom he would 
have been a welcome guest.

ALIFORNIA'S greatest citrus 
crop since the industry’ was 
Started jn San Bernardino 

coulhty forty-three years ago with 
the planting of the first Washington 
navel orange will be given eloquent 
expression in. San Bernardino the 
latter part of this month in the 
gathering of its choicest fruits for 
competitive display at the seventh 
National Orange Show, one of the 
Coast's most pretentious midwinter 
events, coming at a time when the 
industry, yielding $60,000,000 to the 
growers this season, will be at its 
height. The show will be held at 
San Bernardino, February 20 to 28. 

Ten carloads of oranges, lemons 
and grapefruit will be entered, some 
from every producing district in 
Southern and Central California. 
All this will form the border for 
a garden of gorgeous feature exhib- 
its laid in a beautiful setting. In 
addition, industries allied with citrus 
fruit production will be demonstrat- 
ed. This has in the past proved to 
be a most interesting adjunct to the 
fruit show. 

National Orange Show awards are 
coveted by the growers, the prizes 
and subsequent prestige that they 
lend to different brands of oranges 
and lemons proving to be an iIncen- 
tive that increases the rivalry among 
the producers as well as tending to 
promote the utmost care and atten- 
tion in the culture and handling of 
the trees and fruit. 

BETTER PRICES. 

The State will produce more than 
52,000 carloads of citrus fruits this 
season, according to the estimate of 
authorities, and, because of the war, 
which bars the entrance of foreign 


fruét in markets in this country, 
prices are expected to be better than 
ever before. 


If one were acquainted with the 
methods used by exhibitors in the se- 
jection of fruit to. be entered in the 
displays he would realize that the 
fruit which eventually reaches the 
racks of the, National Orange Show 
is absolutely the choicest that can 
be grown. One grower, who has 
taken several sweepstakes on lem- 
ons, as well as er priges for or- 
anges, uses the utmost care in the 
choice of fruit for boxes consigned 
to San Bernardino. Uniform-sized 
fruit is first taken. For a forty-box 
display he starta with about 300 or 
400 boxes. The first sorting process 
eliminates probably 50 per cent. of 
the frult; the next possibly will cut 
the quantity down to perhaps 100 
boxes. This process is kept up until 
the desired number of boxes is 
reached. The process does not in- 
jure the fruit. 

Blighted, by the frost three years 
ago, the trees throughout Southern 
California suffered so much thty 
have been struggling since that time 
to regain their normal growth and 
bearing conditions. This year, ex- 
perts say, the trees are to yield a 
normal crop for the first time since 
the freeze.

Nearly every composer at some 


ambition to write an opera. The 


that belongs so peculiarly to opera 
composition. To the popular notion 
& symphony or an oratorio seems a 
barren waste beside a song play. The 
lyric drama is a partaker of all the 
arts—the melting pot of expression, 
which leads to its becoming the 
common ground where music meets 
with the general public taste. And 
though it may require more genius 
to write a great symphony than a 
successful opera, the latter certain- 
ly demands more cleverness. In all 
the history of opera making there 
has been but one complete master 
of the art form, and he did not ac- 
complish the fullness of his aim ex- 
cept in certain instances. Neverthe- 
legs, Wagner will furnish for many 
years to come the ideal of what the 
perfect music drama should be. 

Now, while we may not expect to 
produce any Wagners in America in 
the near future, we undoubtedly 
have reason to anticipate in the 


present musical boom some develop- 


ment of native opera in this coun- 
try. There is no gainsaying the fact 
that the composers have received 
little encouragement toward success 
thus far, aside from the offering of 
a few prizes, like the “Fairyland,” 
which brought absolutely nothitig of 
permanent value. Until he has evi- 
denced his ability to produce some- 
thing that the public will recognize 
as of value the Ameri composer 
will continue tq receive t atten- 
tion from the opera impresarios in 
the large cities. They have had 
enough bad luck already with the 
output of native composers they 
have tried on the public. “Mona” 
has not been the only work that 
made the management of the Metro- 
politan sick of the words ‘Ameri- 
can opera,” but for all that I believe 
they would be as willing to welcome 
a work of real merit that could be 
satisfactorily produced as ever. 

It is interesting to note that in the 
present opportunity afforded by the 
war American publishers are en- 
deavoring to stimulate the efforts 
of our composers—not opera, of 
course, but general music compo- 
sition. One publishing company 
has announced that it will bring out 
every month the unknown, unheard 
work of composers of genius. “We 
need something new, something 
fresh, something that expresses the 
spirit of America,” declared the head 
of this concern in a recent inter- 
view. . “Our young. composers have 
been too much held down, there has 
been too much of a tendency to 
force them to write for the popular 
mill. Men and women who might 
have produced great symphonies 
have had to debase themselves with 
ragtime stuff. Composers who might

Grace, 
beauty, refinement, color, tone, feel- 
ing, subtlety—are all these things 
toabe decried and denied? Refine- 
ment and feeling are part of «4 
woman’s nature, and she is not wise 
who repudiates them in art, which 
is and must be the sincere expres- 
sion of herself. 3 

Strength may go with refinement 
and feeling, and often does, for in 
life “the bravest are the tenderest,” 
but it is not the forced strepgth that 
announces itself in brutality, in paint 
piled high and promiscucusly. This 
bravado is many women painters 
idea of virility Mm art, and thus it 


happens that there is apt to be more/ can 


beauty in the pictures by men than 
in those by women. 

However, the quéstion of sex in 
art is still @ moot one, and. may 
never be settled to the satisfaction

The Rocky ntain Club of New 
York has risen the relief of the 
people of Belzium and Northern 
France a gos way that should bestir 
the people of 


the United States. All 

of the $500,000 already raised to- 
ward a new clubhouse, which is to 
cost $1,000,000, was turned over to 
Herbert C. Hoover, chairman of the 
Commission for Relief in Belgium, at 
the dinner tendered him by the club 
of which he has long been a mem- 
ber. In addition, large sums will be 
collected by the club monthly and 
forwarded to Mr. UHoover, and a 
miner, whose name was not an- 
nounced, subscribed $100,000 during 
the dinner as “his assessment” to- 
Appropriations totaling $575,200 to 
American schools and colleges were 
announced in New York last week 
by the general education board.

CENSORSHIP’S QUESTION 


‘Mack Sennett, Keystone. 
| general, said in a recent interview 
anent the much-agitated question of 
film censorship: 

“When I was a boy there used to 
be a number of respectable old la- 
dies who delighted to go to funerals 
to see Whether the corpse looked 
natural and to compare notes on the 
behavior of the widow. Funerals are 
a little out of date now as a form of 
popular entertainment, so the old 
ladies of both sexes censor motion- 
picture films instead. No doubt it 
is good fun thus to brandish sticks 
at the wicked motion-picture people, 
to manhandle the story while the 
poor, dejected author sits shivering 
in a dark corner and the demon pro- 
ducer howls aloud into the night. 
But it is rather tough on the great- 


est industry that has grown up in 
several centuries of progress, 

_ “AS @, practical arm. of the gov- 
ernment any. sensible person at once 
perceives that censorship is impos- 


sible. You can’t cut wickedness and 


suggestiveness out of a picture, Be- 
cause wickedness and suggestiveness 
are not absolute terms. A sugges 
tive scene is one -that suggests evil 
to the spectator. What happens to 
suggest evil to you may not to me. 
What stirs evil in me may leave you 
unscathed. Wickedness also is & 
relative term. There are conditions 
in which the female form wunel 

is quite bereft of evil; others in 
which a stocking hanging on & 
clothesline has evil potentialities. 

“It is utterly impossible to lay 
down any fixed rule that would 
bring about the results red by 
the censors. 

“Tt is a fact that a few plays have 
been put on the screen which were 
vile and improper. Not many, but a 
few. I don’t attempt to defend 
these. But I do say that organized 
censorship is not the way to deal 
with them. In point of fact, if you 
let the public alone, tough pictures 


| will be taken care of. After all, the 


only effective censors in the world 
are ma and pa, and they usually do 
a pretty good job of it. Experience 
has shown that a motion-picture ex- 
hibito® can beat the censors in the 
courts nine cases out of ten. But 
the exhibitor can’t beat ma and pa.”

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ECENTLY -the ring has been 
fraught with some startling re- 
ver Jackson's knockout of 
Dundee, Herman's defeat of Wil- 
liams, and the beating which Ritchie 
Mitchell handed Freddy Welsh—but 
boxing records hardly have a paral- 
lel to the two beatings which Frank 
Childs, obscure Los Angeles negro, 
handed George LaBlinche. In the 
early days of, this city, Childs 
whipped La Blanche twice when the 
Marine was champion, and never 
got credit for it. These, like some 
other fights, including Fitzsinimons’s 
private tryout against Choynski, 
failed ‘to get in the records. Subse- 
quently, Childs met ahd defeated 
some good men, and was regarded 
as an extremely dangerous perform- 
er in the middleweight division, 
At that time there were no “sport- 
ing pages” in Los Angeles, and both 
fights escaped the attentibn of the 
general pwhblic. 

Old-time -boxing fang still retain 
memories of the fight between Jack 
Dempsey and LaBlanche, when the 
title changed hands in San Francis- 
co in 1889.
